I bave not put a 
wrong Confiruction on your meaning, if I bave, Gen- 
tlemen, { wk you Pardon ; fure Tam, Uwould not wil- 
lingly offend fo Learned a Society, but t believe 1 have

ations of it generally © ‘received, as not to appre- 
hend or confider, that the Violation of it, jigs 
any manner of Sin. Our Intencion therefore in 
treating firft upon this Queftion was chiefly to 
excite Men to confider, whether this Law again 
eating Blood, which was at firft delivered to Noah 

obferved by all Nations before they fell unto I.

whether, we fay, and for whac Reafons, this Law 
is at lait become obfolere. Let ic be farther con- 
fidered, that the eating of Blood is forbid in the 
{ame Law that prohibits Fornication. How comes 
it then that the one ftill continues to Le thoughra 
Sin, bur not the ether? Can any Text of Scrip 
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tire, or even Colour of Reafon be produced to 


take off the Obligation of the one and not of the 
other ? By many of our modern Expofitors this 
Obtervance is pronounced Ceremonial and tempo- 
rary, and pretended to be-enjoined by the Apoftles, 
only to gratify for a Seaian the Obftinacy or weak- 
nefs of the Fewijh ChriPians, who would have 
refufed Communicating wirh the Genriles, had not 
they been obliged to this Obiervance. Bur frdm 
what Scripture, or Ecclefiattica! Hiftorian, doth 
this appear to have been che only Reaton of the 
Injunétion 2? Or why was oor the Realon expref- 
fed in the Injunction ix (elf, ro prevent its being 
fuperftixioufly obferved, when the Reafon of it 
fhould ceafe? If ic is a Ceremonial Obfer vance, 
why was it alone excepred when the whole Cere- 
monial Law of the #-ws was deciared void? On 
the contrary, the Apofties declare the Obfervance 
of itto be a neceffary Thing ; which one Phrale 
may ferve to confute all the falfe Gioffes that have 
been made upon that Text.
